HE Order of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine was founded in Mecea, Arabia, in 644 
A. D. It spread through Arabia, Syria, into Egypt and Morocco and other coun- 
tries bordering on the southern shore of the Mediterranean where it has existed for over 
thirteen hundred years. It was carried into Italy in 1698, to Bavaria and thence to Ger- 
many and England in 1776, but was not fully established in the United States until 1872. 
Originally used for the propagation of the Moslem faith and to aid in the enforce- 
ment of the laws, rendering justice where the usual means were too slow or too uncer, 
tain, the Order of today—the Order as it is in this country-—practices the Virtues of 
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The membershrip of the Temple is over 2,000. With its sister Temple Sphinx, 
located at Hartford, it has jurisdiction of the entire State of Connecticut. Nobles in 
3ridgeport, New Haven, New London, and the shore towns, the Naugatuck Valley and 
westward to New York state line, make up the bulk of the membership. All the organ- 
izations which go to make a Vemple complete are a part of Pyramid. Its Arab Patrol 
is famous from Coast to Coast; its Drum Corps and Chanters located in New Haven, 
the Bedouin Patrol in New I-ondon and its splendid band makes the Temple equal to 
any in Shrinedom. 

The membership have decided that a home for Pyramid Temple is necessary, and 
in the very near future it is expected work will be started on an edifice which will be 
a credit to the Order and of interest to the residents of Bridgeport in that it will have a 
large, well equipped and arranged auditorium which will be available for public use. 


Charity and Brotherly Love. 

Charity is one of the chief attributes of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine—not the 
charity that comes at the last moment, though this is ever forthcoming when necessary 
but rather the charity of brotherly love and affection which places a hand at the back 
of the weak and falling, instead of waiting until the weight of grief or sorrow or misfor- 
tune has dragged the struggling brother to the vund, Tt is that unseen charity— | 2 
of love, of encouragement, of sympathy—that keeps its members buoyant, self-spirited, — 
meeting trouble with fearless heart, and surmounting difficulties betore they become | 2 
obstacles.

No longer Moslem, nor yet Christian, it is builded upon the broader plane that — E 
receives all men alike if they believe in Deity and are of a character such as will pass 5 
the strict qualifications of membership.

While not a Masonic body it has paid a very 
high compliment to the Ancient and Accepted order by reeciving only its honored

_ Mecea Temple, Mother Mecea the first Temple in the United States, was formed in 
New York City, September 26, 1872. Today there are 154 Temples with a membership — 
of over half a million. Every State in the Union has at least one Temple and in Canada, 
Mexico, Hawaiian Islands and the Canal Zone, Temples exist. 

In 1877, when the real growth of the Order began, Pyramid Vemple was formed,

PYRAMID TEMPLE 


HE Charter of Pyramid Pemple was granted February 7, 1878. During the early 
years of the Temple all the work was done by the Officers and Members without 
the aid of a patrol. .\s the membership grew and the classes of Novices increased in 
size, it became the custom to seleet Nobles from the Members in 
attendance on the night of the session to assist in giving the incom- 
ing Shriners a warm reception. These Nobles were called “Cohorts”, 
but it was not until 1902 that a uniformed Arab Patrol was organized. 
The Uniforms were worn for the first time at the Ceremonial 
Session held in Sailor's Hall, December 1, 1903. Noble Casper D. 
Wallace was chief, and the other members of the original Patrol were 
William M. Richardson, David M, Trecartin, Frank S. Slosson, Fred- 
ric .\V. Bartlett, Ernest P. Lyon, Frank Gernert, Angus H, MacKen- 
i Ne Leia S. Pearson, Charles M. Biltz, George W. Osborn and A. H. 
sullard,

Drill and taking entire charge of the second section of the work made 
such a favorable impress‘on on the Nobility that the Patrol was 
encouraged and generous support accorded by the Temple from time

In 104, Noble Wallace resigned and Frederic A, Bartlett was 
appointed Chiceh. “Whe Patrol was also increased to 24 uniformed men. 

The Arab Patrol Association was regularly organized in 1908, and its civie and 
social life has been guided by the following Presidents, Louis Kutscher, 1908 and 1909, 
George S. Hill, 110-11, John TL. Richardson, 1912, George G. Beers, 1913-14, John H. 
Wade, 1915-16, Fred Atwater, 1917-18, Isaac lL. Ferris, 1919-20 and Jos. P. Frisbie, 1921. 

Noble Albert J. Merritt succeeded Noble Bartlett as chief in 1919, and in 1921 Noble 
Frank W. Stevens became Chief, followed in 1922 by Noble Clarence Naramore. It 
would be utterly impossible in the limited space available for this brief history of the 
Arab Patrol to give but a hint of the many activities, works and social affairs of the 
organization, It has made dozens of short but joyful pilgrimages to neighboring Patrols 
and in return has entertained with true Arabic hospitality visiting Patrols from all over 
the Kast. 


The Patrol room is tilled with pictures. loving cups and other mementos of these 
enjoyable occasions. .\mong the more or less regular vities of the Patrol are ban- 
quets on every possible occasion. Enthusiastic and willing work for the Temple at all 
times. Vhe giving of an Annual Christmas party for the poor children at which for the 
last four years from one thousand to fifteen hundred deserving kiddies have been made 
happy by useful presents and delightful entertainment and conducting the yearly Shrine 

jall,a brilliant social event. 


It can be truthfully said that the Arab Patrol of Pyramid Temple has by its loyal, 
unselfish and continuous work done untold good in enhancing the prestige of Old Pyra 
mid, and by its courtesy and good fellowship wor enduring friendship among the Tem- 
ples of North America from coast to coast.
